The beils in Berlin began toiling at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon, Mourning is displayed on 
many houses. In anumber of shop windows 
busts of the Emperor, veiled in crape, have 
been placed. 

THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 

The Municipal Council reeetyed notice of the 
death of the Emperor through Herr von For- 
kenbeck, Mayor of Berlin, while tney were in 
session. They immediately adjourned to. 
meet in a special session this evening. 

IN THB HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Mr. W. H. Smith, leaderof the Government, 
announced this afternoon in the House of 
Commons the death of the Emperor Fred- 
erick. He said that he would move an ad- 
dress on Monday, expressing the deep sorrow 
of the English nation for the calamity which 
has overtaken the royal family and the people 
of Germany. 

POSSIBLD CONTINGENCIES. 

The St. James Gazetie says: ‘‘The Emperor 
was a true manand the lossis very great. 
The new Emperor bas his own ideas as to 
what todoornotto doforthe safety of Ger- 
many, and these may bavea certain import- 
ance in Bagland.

IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 

In the House of Lords this afternoon, Lord 
Salisbury announced the death of the Emperor 
ofGermany. Hesaid: ‘‘Itis needless to say 
how deeply we.grieve over the loss of one so 
justly vaiued here and in Germany. The 
Queen has lost a son-in-law and Germany a 
mosteniightened ruler. It will be your lord- 
ship’s desire to put on formal record the sym- 
pathy you feel for the afflicted relatives and 
forthe nation whose loss we deplore. I will 
therefore, on Monday, move an address to the 
Queen and another to the Dowager Empress 
Victoria.’’

President Cleveland's Message. 


Wasurncron, D. O., June 15.—Intelligence 
of the death of Emperor Frederick LIl., was 
received by Secretary Bayard this morn- 
ing by a cable message from the United States 
Legation at Berlin. The Secretary immedi- 
ately informed the President, and the foilow- 
ing telegram was sent to Berlin:

the criminal and the thief are 
better supplied and maintained ip 
a more comfortable condition than those 
which have been founded avowedly for the 
benefit of the poor, helpless and sick. As to 
the Oity Hospitalthe report called attention 
to the etructure ofthe building itself and its 
*‘antiquated arcivitecture,’’ andtothe con- 
struction ofthe new addition which it sug- 
gested as a specimen of a fceble, tottering, 
malodorous witness of either the cor- 
ruption of public officiais or the dis- 
honesty of the oontractol or both. 
The condition of affairs at the hospital, with 
respect to the distribution of the wards and 
divisions, comes in for its share of condemna- 
tion, andthe report suggests that were this 
condition found in a private institution it 
would be a proper subject for police investi- 
gation. The certificates of death from sucha 


place might, the report thought, be written 

‘manslaughter.’ 

The Insane Asylum, which had been built to 
accomodate 250, was now crowded with 546, 
In some places sixteen irresponsible people 
were compelled to sleep in one room i8 feet 
square. Seventy-five insane and helpless

DESTRUCTIVE STORMS. 


Great Damage in Dakota and Minnesota— 
Dashed to Death. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., June 15.—Further advices 
from Northern Minnesota and Dakota indicate 
that the losses by the severe storm of Wednes- 
Gay night and yesterday will be heavy. At 
Forman, Dak., the storm approached the 
magnitude of a tornado, traversing the county 
from northwest to southeast. Several build- 
ings were blown down and one or two were 
destroyed by lightning. At Rutland, eight 
miles southeast of Forman, the new opera- 
house was completely demolished, Dyste 
Bros.’ store was blown down, Ross’ store was 
wrecked, and a building adjoining the Journal 
office was carried away. A dwelling house 
was also upset and mumerous barne and other 
buildings were badly damaged. No loss of 
life is yet reported. 

At Fergus Falis the wind was terrific. A 
building belonging to H. 8. Cole was demol- 
ished and the Grant Hotel seriously dumaged. 
There was an enormous fall of rain. 

At Rusbford, Minn., it has been raining 
thirty houre. The Root River has risen four 
feet and is going up four inches an hour. 

At Aitkin, Minn., the Mississippi is raging. 
The water has completely submerged the 
residence portion of Hungerford’s addition 
and mayy families have been compelied to 
vacate thelr homes, The backwater in Mud 
River has caused hundreds of families along 
its banks to leave. The water is higher than 
it has been for fourteen years and farmers are 
out in rafts after their cattle. All wires are 
down at St. Vincent, Minnebosa, Medicine 
Hat, Quappelle and other points in the line of 
the storm.

ENGLISH POIATIOIANS GREATLY INTER- 
ESTED IN THE POLLING TO-DAY. 


Little Hope of Liberal Success—Prot Graham 
Bell Before the English Deaf and Damb 
Educational Commission—The New Span- 
ish Cabinet—Gen. Boulanger Traveling 
Under an Alias—Suicide of Count Bichter 
—The Ascot Races—Foreign.

Lorpor, June 15.—The center of interest in 
British polities to-day is the Western High- 
land of Scotland, where polling takes place in 
the struggling constituency called Ayr Burghs, 
which includes, amongst other small towns, 
the famous tourists’ resort, Odan. In the case 
of a constituency like this, made upof so 
many scattered units ,with diversified inter- 
ests, it is specially difficult to forecast the 
result of the contest.» This much is certain, 
although the late Unionist member had 
a majority of over eleyen hundred, 
and the total number of votes recorded 
was little more than four thousand, the 
ministerialists are in considerable fear of 
home-rule victory and quite prepared to find 
at all events a large decrease in their major- 
ity, as is almostabsolutely certainto be the 
case. It is difficult to exaggerate the im- 
portance to Gladstone’s cause. The return of 
Sinclair to-day would be unquestionably a 
triumph for home rule, since his opponent, 
Ashley, professes Liberal principles on every 
other question and vigorously denounces the 
now abandoned scheme of compensation. 

ANOTHER EXCITING ELECTION. 

Another pending election which excites 
much interest is that of the Isle of Thanet, 
Division of Kent, made vacant by the dedth of 
King-Harmon. The Tory candidate selected 
yesterday is James Lother, formerly Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, in which capacity. he 
was conspicuous for the ignorance he dis- 
played on ail Irish questions, together with an 
habitual levity of manner which earned for 
him the title of the ‘‘Toay LumpKins of the 
Treasury Bench.’’ He is more commonly 
known, bowever, as ‘‘the Right Honorable 
Jimmy.’’ His one fixed idea in politics is to 
return to protection and to fix a five-shilling 
duty on corn. His opponent, Knatch Buil 
Iliugessen, a soaof Lord Bradbourne, a peer 
who, after having the title given him by 
Gladstone, turped round and, as a prominent 
statesman observed, reviled his maker. 
Hugessen appears as the Gladstonian candi- 
date, His father strongly disapproves this, 
but being a peer it is illegal for him to take 
any part in the election. The family have 
much influence in Kent, but little short of a 
miracle could bring about Hugessen’s return, 

THE EDUCATIONAL COMMISSION. 

The Royal Commission on Education which 
was appointed by the present Government, 
out of hostility to the system of primary 
education instituted Dy Forster’s act, is hope- 
lessly divided in opinion. It will issue two 
contradictory reports. Dr. Dale of Birming- 
ham, Henry Richard, and about four others, 
form an influential minorty in favor of board 
schools. 

PROF. BELL. 

Prof. Graham Bell yesterday gave testimony 
before the Commission en Education of the 
Deafand Damb. This testimony was a special 
feature of the sitting. He was armed with an 
immense number of diagrams, illustrations 
and statistics. It is stated by one of the com 
missioners that his evidence was a master- 
piece of lucidity @ud force, and likely to have

NEW YORK’S NEW ELEVATOR LAW. 


Complications Likely to Arise Troubling 
Grain Men and Vessel Owners. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCEH. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., June 15.—There is a new 
deal in elevator rates now and a very fair out- 
look for any number of complications in the 
nearfuture. The elevating companies had 
fortified themselves previous to the signing of 
the McEvoy bill by taking counsel of the best 
attorneys, and were informed that they could 
divide the legal five-eighths of a cent per 


bushel as they pleased between the vessel and 
grain. They therefore retained the old charge 
of an eighth of acent to the vessel, but the 
attorneys have changed their minds and say 
nothing can be charged the vessel, so anew 
rate law was issued yesterday providing that 
the charge for elevating, receiving, welt hing 
and discharging sound grain will be ‘a ofa 
cent per bushel, the above charge to be 
paid by the consignee of the grain. No grain 
will be received for transfer. The latter sen- 
tence means that all grains must go into store 
and pay 4 ofacenttfor ten days’ storage ora 

art thereof. Since the first rate was made on 
Monday probably 7,000 bushels of grain have 
been elevated. The boats, with a single 
exception, paid the charge for elevating, and 
other cargoes have been taken at up-lake 
ports subject to this charge. The question 
now is, how is the business done between 
Monday and to-day, when the new rate will 
go into effect, going to be adjusted? Grain 
receivers say it is nothing short of robbery 
so far as the grain is concerned. Vessel own- 
ers say their future course is to refuse to pay 
anything for elevating. But can the latter de- 
mand and s¢cure the return of whatthey have 
paid since the new law went into effect? 

It is understood that a test case 
will be made on the cargo of the 
H. D. Alverson, unloaded yesterday. Another 
question to be disposed of is that of shoveling 
charges. The vessel now pays from $3.50 to $4 
per thousand on a bill presented by the ele- 
vator authorities ‘‘for the boss scooper’’ and 
the amount is divided between thetwo. If it 
is found that this charge is more than actual 
cost the new law cuts it down, andthe same 
is the case for loading cars and boats. Some- 
body is bound todo avast amount of study- 
ing and no one can predict just how tne 
question is to be solved.

WALT WHITMAN, 


The: Aged Poet Has a Serious KRelapse—Prof. 
Osler in Attendance, 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DiISPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 15.—Prof. Wm. 
Osler of the University of Pennsylvania was 
summoned by telegraph yesterday afternoon 
to goto Walt Whitman’s bedside. The aged 
poet had a relapse and it was feared he was 
dying. When the doctor came away from the 


little frame house at 828 Mickle. street, 
Camden, at 8 o’clock last night, he said the 
poet was resting easily and-was about holding 
hisown. No visitors were allowed during the 
day tothe plainly furnished upper chamber 
where the invalid lay. He dozed durin 

the afternoon; his mind was clear, bu 

a singular languor and weakness oppressed 
him. Up to Tuesday night when be. R. M. 
Bucke, who had been In constant attendance 
on the poet, started for home, Mr. Whitman 
improved steadily, and it was expected tbat 
he would be able to resume his literary work 
in afew days. Wednesday, however, he com- 
menced growing weaker, and the effort to talk 
to several personal friends who visited him 
seemed totire bimout.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


JUDGE LUBKE RENDERS A DECISION IN 
THE HAMMOND CASES. 


The Opinion of the Supreme Court Con- 
clusive—Trial of the Mauermann Damage 
Suit—A Cripple’s Claim, Against the Iron 
Mountain Railroad Co.—A Child Crushed 
to Death by a Street-Car—New Suits En- 
tered in the Circuit Court—Matters in 
Litigation. 


Judge Lubke to-day handed down in Cireult 
Court No. ladecision affecting $300,000 worth 
of West End property in the cases known as 
the Hammond ejectment. The hearing occu- 
pied several days and the testi- 
mony involved voluminous research. There 
are two cases disposed of, namely: David L. 
Hammond et al. against Ann Eliza Gordon 
and the Academy of the Christian Brothers, in 
which the court enters a judgment for the de- 
fendants, and the case of John ©. H. D. 
Block et al., Fourth National Bank, vs. J. L. 
D. Morrison et al., in which the court enters 
a judgment forthe plaintiffs for possession, 
$347.35 damages and $4.58 monthly value. 
The court adheres to the views expressed 
upon the trial of these causes, that so far as 
the Circuit Court is concerned all questions 
presented in these cases are conclusively de- 
termined by the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of Hammond against 


Johnston, % # Mo. 199, except the 
single question whether or not the 
execution issued out ofthe clerk’s office of 
the Supreme Court of Missouri in 1823 in the 
case of Relfe, Chew & Clark vs. Hammond and 
under which the title of Hammond to the land 
in controversy was sold was void or only 
voidable. 

The court holds that this execution was en- 
tirely valid as to costs, that it could not be 
quashed until these were paid which was 
never done otherwise than from the proceeds 
of the sales thereunder, and that it was voida- 
ble only as to the debt, that is to say at the 
instance of Hammond, the execution as to the 
debt might have been quashed, provided the 
costs had first been paid. No motion to quash 
having been made by Hammond, bis heirs are 
now precluded from attacking the execution 
collaterally at this late day. 

This holding is sustained by the decision of 
the Supreme Court inthe case of Evans vs. 
Wilder, 5 Mo., 3183, and sanctioned by the later 
decision of that court in the case of Myer vs. 
Campbell, 12 Mo., 607,as to this particular exe- 
cution when under consideration there. Until 
these decisions are expressly overruled by the 
Supreme Court or explained by that court so 
asto have a different meaning the Circuit 
Court cannot rule otherwise than aa above.

egular annual sunstroke carnivals before the 
convention is over. Prophets are hard 
at work manipulating fans and giving 
figures. Nowit is impossible to make any 
prediction concerning the resultof the con- 
yention. RFiaine, of course, is not reckoned 
on in these calculations. The figure that looins 
up most conspicuously is John Sherman 
of Ohio. His friends claim for him 


300 votes on the first ballot, 
and while 260 or 275 would be the better figure, 
still there is no doubt but that he will go into 
the convention with a plurality of the votes. 
Whether that plurality can be made a major- 
ity is of course the question, but he 
has in his favor the never-failin 

rule of all conventions that the strong candi- 
date always attracts to himself the votes of 
the weaker ones. Sherman votes will come 
from Ohlo, Pennsy!vania and afew from each 
of the Western Stutes, but the 
bulk from the Southern ones. One 
hundred and fifty Sherman votes from South 
of Mason and Dixon’s line, is notahigh esti- 
mate. Going into the race under such au- 
spices it would seem as if he must win, and it 
was truthfully said the other day, ‘‘John 
Sherman was never so near being nomi- 
nated as he is  to-day.’’ till, it 
must be remembered that the 120 
or 130 votes that he must get are a good 
many; that other candidates are fighting herd 
for them, and above all that Sherman never 
creates any enthusiasm, andit bas always 
been acknowledged, even by his friends, that 
‘*itis harderto uominate Sherman than itis 
to elect him.’’

THE IRISH VOTE. 

McKinley is mentioned as & ible dark 
horse, but-the ee figure of Biaine looms 
up larger eve y. Pat Egan, who is 1ow 
most likely to be made the permanent Chair- 
man of the Convention, is well wn in 
St. Louis, having presided over the conven- 
tion of the National League there. He hail 
from Lincoln, Neb., where he owns a fee 
tore and, it is said, runs some kind of a 

ucketshop. He isa short, red-whiskered 
Irishman, and his only prominence in a public 
tg is due to his connection wi “ 
National League. He is a Blaine man al 
rota, ie and will be Blaine first and Siger 
second, though he puoplicly announces him- 
self as a selection 
of Egan is meant to offset the 
distinction awarded to Patrick A. 
Collins at the National Demo- 
cratic Convention and will be another 
sop thrown to the Irish voters. Thereis no 
comparision between thetwo men. Oollins is 
educated, eloquent and distinguished, Egan 
possesses those qualities only in a very small 
degree. When questioned about Pat Ford's 
statement that Blaine was the oniy candidate 
who carry the Irish-American Republican 
vote, Egan said:. ‘‘I think that the Irish- 
American Republicans will vote for the nom. 
inee of the convention. There were, of 
course, thousands of men who voted for 
Blaine out of personal sympathy and some of 
these, perhaps, would not vote for any 
other candidate. what is called the Irish 
vote and which Mr. Ford figures at 70,000 in 
the State of New York, the greater part by far 
was given the Republican ticket because it 
represented protection to American industry, 
and very little if any of this vote will ever 
be given to a free trade piatform, Mr. Blaine 
would undoubtedly get votes thatno other 
candidate could draw. Iam as ardent an ad- 
mirer of Blaine as there is in this country, bat 
I think bis last letter of declination was final 
and do not think his name wi 
be regularly presented to the convention. I 
think though, thatif after several days bal- 
loting it should appear that no other man 
could get the nomination that the convention 
might turn aimost unanimously to Biaine 
and nominate him and I further think 
that he could be induoed to accept a 
nomination so offered. It cannot be 
unanimous. There will be men in the con- 
vention who will never vote for Blaine, anda 
complete unanimity cannot be looked for. 
But for all purposes such a nomination 
would be unanimous, There will be 
no attempt made on the part 
of Mr. Biaine’s frienns to stampede the con- 
vention to him. Should the nomination come 
to him it must do so spontaneously. Mr. 
Biaine can get a very large Irish vote, but a 
Republican candidate on a protective piat- 
form wiil poll a large Irish vote. They will 
not support free trade under any conditions.’’

One of the features of the convention will be 
the contest from the District of Columbia. 
One faction Is headed by haa A Carson, and 
thereby hangs a tale. Carson is a big coal- 
biack negro, who rans a saloon and eating- 
bouse in Washington, and is a local politician 
little note. He was a delegate 
to the last convention and his col- 
league was a son of Senator Conger of 
Michigan, a rather dudish young man, then 
Postmaster at Washington and the opposite of 
Carson in every respect. When it came to 
choosing the member of the National Com- 
mittee for the District the delegation 
was badly divided. Conger thought he was to 
be the man. Carson was certain he should 
be, and so the delegation stood one and one 
through a succession of very informa! ballots. 
Whenever the District of Columbia was called 
in the convention Conger would arise in his 
seatand declare that he had been chosen 
committeeman and then Carson 
would jump up with a fiat 
denial and throw his own name into the hat. 
Neither delegate dared to be absent from the 
convention for fearthe other would steal a 
march on him. Finally, it was the 
last night of the guthering. Carson was 
in his seat bright and early 
but Conger was caughtin the crowd near the 
doors that made ingress or egress nearly im- 
possibie. Again the roll wascalled for com- 
mitteeman and Carson had his opportunity. 
‘*Perry H. Oarson is de unanimous choice 
ob de District of Columbia,’’ he 
announced in a voice that could 
be heard all over the . hall. Conger 
saw himon his feet, knew what was com- 
ing, and made a Macedonian cry of expostu- 
lation. It was too late, however, he was too 
far away to be heard, and when he finall 
struggied to the front to protest the roll it ha 
been made up, and Perry H. Oarson was 
onit, The job was really valuable to Carson, 
for when the various delegations went to 
Washington to secure the convention for this 
town, each thought it necessary to propitiate 
Carson, and the consequence was that his 
saloon, which ordinarily is devoted to 
the sale of whisky and beer 
saw arun of orders for champ e that would 
cause the Hoffman House of New York to 
draw heavily on its stock. Now Carson and 
a colored friend are here as delegates again, 
while the other faction have sent on a couple 
of contestants. 


THE VIRGINIA CONTEST. 

The other contest isthe old one from Vir- 
ginia—Mahone and anti-Mahone, Four years 
ago Mahone won, as he and Riddleberger had 
the deciding vote in the United States Senate 
and the Republicans did not dare to offend 
them. To-day the tables are turned and it 
would not be at all surprising if 
the convention sheuld make a adie,

VICTIMS OF A SIREN. 


THE BOLD SMUGGLING EXPLOITS OF MISS 
BESSIE MONTOUR. 


Special Treasury Agents Investigating the 
Case Bring to Light Some Sensational 
Family History—Custom-House Influence 
Yields to the Pretty Smuggler—Bessic’s 
Alleged Conquests in England and 
America. 


By Telegraph to the PostDIisrarca. 

New Yor«, June 15.—The special Treasury 
agents who are looking up the case of the al- 
leged smugg‘er, Bessie Montour, are learnifig 
some family history which promises to be- 
come as sensational as that of the Scofield 
woman afew weeks ago. Their first endeavor 
was to find out, with some degree of exacti- 
tude, the antecedents of the young woman 
who swore the goods through under the rule 
which permits actresses to bring in their pro- 
fessional wardrobes. The family history of 
the self-possessed young woman explains how 
the goods passed through the Oustom-houses. 
Bessie has two sisters and both she 
and her sisters have many points in 
common. The family comes from the interior 
of the State, and the old father, if he be still 
alive, is in some retreat for invalid old gen- 
tlemen. Bessie married a man named Kos- 
lich and it was he who provided the furniture 
which now adorns the flaton West Twenty- 
second street, where last evening Bessie was 
found and caused many a passer-by to stop 
and look. Her husband had either a prede- 
cessor or a successor, but he soon found that 
he had made a mistake and a suit for a divorce 
followed. Bessie went to a prominent 


lawyer, who looked into the case and 
advise her to allow her husband to 
take a divorce under the New York 
law. It ls said that the woman at opce agreed, 
with the proviso that the lawyer should con- 
sent to act as co-respondent. For a time, as 
the case progressed, she became convinced 
that the lawyer was getting a good sum from 
the other side, and dismissed him from her 
service, going to two other eminent connsel, 
one now on the bench, and she has boasted 
that they each became herslaves. The two 
sisters went abroad, while the mother re- 
mained in the Twenty-second street house. 
In London Minnie became acquainted with 
John T. Michan of 8t. Joseph, Mo., who had 
arted with his wife and was seeking forget- 
ulness in foreign travel. Minnie returned 
with him to this country, and the wife, having 
gone home to Minnesota, got a divorce under 
the law of that State, leaving sister Minnie in 
possession. 
THE DMPORTING TRANSACTION. 

In London she became acquainted with 
Morris Dusseldorf, the brother of the dress- 
maker, Mrs. Ludvigh, who imported the 
dresses. He is a man of 50 years, with chronic 
catarrh, and generally not very inviting in 
appearance. ‘hen Minnie and her Westera 
adorer came away there was a family quarrel, 
and some of the baggage remained at the 
Dusseldorf quarters because certain sums 
were not paid.

To help the complica- 
tion, men who claimed to be Oustom-house 
officers came in with biackmailing demands, 
Dusseldorf took part in the fight and 
berated Mme. Montour, via the cable. Bessie 
withdrew in disgust and in a few days 
was on@berf way back to London Mrs. 
Ladvigh gave a note for $500 to a lawyer, to be 

aid when he the goods from the Montour 

ouse. He did not get the goods, but he did 
put the note into other hands for collcction 
and added to the misery of the dressmaker im- 
porter. 

BESSIB A MARKED WOMAN. 

In the meantime, as already noted, the Ous- 
tom-house authorities stepped in to seize 
what was left of the importation, and the un- 
finished wrangle between the two old women 
explains why some of the articles were capt- 
ured in the Ludvigh and others in the Montour 
apartments. After a short stay in London 
Hessie left her London friend, who is 
abroad as a promoter and floater of the bonds 
and stock of the Charles Dickens Silver 
Mining Co. of Utah, upon the British public. 
She had not suffered by her companionship, 
and the five trunks full of costumes which ar- 
rived with her the other day went direct to 
the Montour flat and there remain. There 
are athousand and one detalis which go to 
make Bessie Montour a marked woman of her 
type. She is said to be very Illiterate, but is 
very clever, and has a most provoking and 
dangerous habit of boasting of her con- 
quests. The names she uses in her begging 
moments are startiingly conspicuous. In 
Engiana and onthe Continent she uses the 
names of men highin official rank and very 
near royalty, while here her roll of ‘ ‘friends 
embraces names high in jadicial office.

Carty had engaged Todd in the Derby and 
poet heavily elsewhere in the East. The 

ittie horse had gone wrong in his work, and 
McCarty wanted Mr. Haggin to take this little 
fellow along. When we found out that we had 
nothing that could beat Miss Ford Mr. Haggin 
conciuded to send for Todd and take 
a desperate chance of getting him ready 
for the race here. I thought he was 
the only horse that had a chance 
to beat Miss Ford, and was willingtotry. All 
I cared for was to get him ready for this one 
race. Weil, you never saw such work as we 
had with him: He was all run down and had a 
coupie of osselets on one fore “- and one on 
each side, and we had to nurse him along and 
sit up night and day attending to that leg. We 
got him ready for the raceand everybody 
knows the result. He did what we wanted him 
to do—beat ‘Miss Ford and won the Derby. 
That was all the race there was in him, and he 
was no account afterward, but it was enough 
and allI cared for. When anybody says the 
race was ascratch just tell him to look at the 
time and then think whether any scratch 
horse ever ran so fast.’’
